Mr. Burns is one of the largest meat packing men in this part of 

Canada, and his advent into this field has been anticipated for some 
time past. 

Speaking of the possibility of the Armour Packing company 
establishing a branch of their industry in Edmonton, Mr. Burns said 
that as the country develops there will be room for all who come, to 
engage in the packing business here. 

Mr. Burns stated that there are plenty of fat cattle to be had in 
the country at present and that conditions have never been better 
for stock than they are this season. 

“Pasture lands are in splendid condition this summer,” he said.

has been very busy. Evidence of a 
number of important witnesses has 
been taken, and although every effort 
is made to prevent information from 
leaking out I am informed on the very 
best authority that the members of the 
committee are at their wits’ end te} 
provide any suilable financial seieme | 
for Ireland. 

The financial trouble was — serious 
enough in Mr, Gladstone's day, but it 
is much more difficult and complicated | 
now. In the home rule bill of 1886 
it was provided that Ireland should pay 
one-fifteenth of the Imperial cha 
as well as meeting al Iher local liabi 
ties. In the bill of 1893 the charge 
wvas. reduced ‘to one-twenly-third, 
-Since then the imperial eharges have 
increased enormously, and had either 
of the Gladstonian schemes heen car- 
ried, Ireland would be bankrupt to- 
day. Ireland is not only paying noth- 
ing towards imperial charges now, but 
she is actually receiving almost $15,- 
000,000 more out of the imperial treas- 
ury than she is paying into it, The 
members of the financial committee 
have found that if Ireland was left to 
shift for herself and not asked to pay 
anything towards imperial charges she 
would be in a hopeless condition, 


The Irish people have made it clear 
that they are not prepared to pay 
anything extra for the gift of home 
rule, The committee is therefore face 
to face with the fact that if home rule 
is granted it must be accompanied by 
an annual payment out of the British 
purse of at least $25,000,000 a year. 
The members of the cabinet feel that 
they dare not put such a proposal be-
